girls. The girl who alerted her 
parents had run for 1% miles on! 
the snow crust to her home. Dur-} 
ing the time the girl was running 
home it is alleged by the state] 
that the three men left Summit) 
County by auto and stopped at a 
point near Keetley, Utah, where) 
the crime took place. After the 
crime was committed the three 
men took the two young girls 
back to the junction near “Pop 
Jenks” at Park City and pushed 
the girls from the auto. The men 
were arrested before they got a 
block away from the Junction. 

The complaints charging the 
three men with statutory rape 
was signed by Sheriff Eugene 
Payne. Justice Archie D. Buys 
set bail at $2,000 or $4,000 pro- 
perty each, and to date all of the; 
alleged sex offenders are still 1m 
the Wasatch County jail unable 
to raise bail. 

“We intend to prescute these 
morals cases to the limit. These 
men who are chasing after teen- 
age girls and committing offenses, 
are going to stop or go the peni- 
‘tentiary,” said County Attorney 
L. C. Montgomery.

James Boggess had been released 
from Salt Lake County jail Feu. 
25th, 1950 after.serving 6 months 
in jail for assaulting a ten-age 
girl going home from Mutual on 
August 3, 1949 in Salt wake 
County. Mr. Simonds and Mr.) 
Perry have also been in juvenile) 
court for sex offenses during the! 
time they were 17 years of age, 
according to Sheriff Payne.
